charge of the d iv ision of co-operativ e 
marketing in the United States De­ 
partment of Agricu ltu re, who has ju st 
mad e a three-months’ tou r of the cou n­ 
try stu d y ing co-operativ e method s. 
Need Bu siness Experience. 
“The importance of hav ing m> n with 
bu siness capacity to head u p co-opera­ 
tiv e organizations canntff he ov eresti­ 
mated ,” Mr. Christensen say s. He d e* 
Clares that co-operativ e organizations 
are beginning to realize more than ev er 
before that prod u ction and marketing 
are inseparable, and that v ery often 
the solu tion of a marketing problem 
may he fou nd to originate in prod u c­ 
tion practices. 
Organizations are also 
learning that prod u ction mu st be ad ­ 
ju sted to meet market d emand s. 
Visited the Northwest. 
Mr. Christensen’s stu d y in elu d ed the 
co-operativ e marketing method s em­ 
ploy ed by farm ers’ organizations for 
hand ling fru its and v egetables, d airy 
prod u cts, pou ltry prod u cts, wool and 
grains. 
He v isited twenty to twenty - 
fiv e organizations in 
California. 
In 
Oregon he stu d ied the wool marketing 
associations, and in North Dakota and 
Minnesota lie inv estigated the bu si­ 
ness method s and practices of farmers’ 
elev ators to d etermine the factors that 
enter into the efficient management of 
m e elev ators.

from y earling d u cks hatch well, bu t 
to show strong fertility geese mu st be 
abou t three y ears old .

profitably bred for fou r y ears, bu t 
geese will be prolific for three or more 
times that period . 
Du cks rarely be­ 
come brood y , bu t geese are apt to 
become brood y after flay ing the first 
clu tch. 
The goose is a grazing bird , bu t the 
d u ck will thriv e on a limited qu antity 
of green food . 
Geese d o not thriv e 
when y ard ed : d u cks d o. 
The d rake Is recognized by the cu rl 
in the tail feathers, bu t this cu rj is 
not fou nd on the gand er. 
The av erage weight of the goose is 
twice that of*the d u ck. 
The old er the gand er the more v i­ 
ciou s he is apt lo become d u ring breed ­ 
ing season.

15 pou nd s of shorts.

Fall pigs su ffer more from a lack 
of v itamines than from any thing else. 
Pigs may hav e a perfectly hu la need 
ration in so far as protein, carbohy ­ 
d rate and fat are concerned hu t will 
not thriv e withou t v itamines. which 
are present in ry e or wheat pastu re, 
alfalfa or sweet clov er hay , or fresh 
milk. 
When v itamines are ad d ed to 
a well-balanced ration the fall pig will 
grow and fatten as rapid ly and eco­ 
nomically as the spring pig.
